We learn from a genlleraan— a resident of 
this ei y — who arrived last night from Lafay- 
ette county, that the tr-wo of vVaverly, In that 
county, was visited by a feroi of be»me one 
hundred and fifty to two baodroi men, com- 
manded by Major Keli>, mho h ts charge cl 
the post at Marshal, Salice county.

Seizure of Tobacco. — On Saturday Survey 
or Kobinson seized at Evansville, on the 
steamer I'iketon, five hog6beada of tobacco 
that were shipped at Canton and consigned 
to i ai tie6 in this city.

Farties 
just arrived at Wheeling from the scene ol 
action make the followiug statement : 

Averill, with from U.000 to o.OOO men, at 
tacked Jones' foices near White Sulphur and, 
after a hotly contested fight, Averill run out 
of ammunition and was compelled to fall 
back.

Capt. Ewing (artillery) was shot through the 
side. 

The Fourteenth Pennsylvania suffered a 
heavy loss, as it was exposed t» the hottest of 
the battle. Col. Schoolmaker was killed.

and in which the lirewocd is ifqulred. Bv 
direction of Department of IIcucKjU >rtera the 
draft is to be made in the same manner a* di- 
i I t>y General Orders N'o. 41 front these 
heiulctnarters of August 10th. The command- 
er of U. post at Kufsellville 'will impress the 
negroes in Logan and Todd counties, and the 
commander of the post at Bowlinsrureen will 
impress the negroes in Warren and Simpson 
counties. The commander of tne post at 
Munfordville will impress the netrroes in Hart, 
Btrren and Hardin counties, and are hereby 
charged with the execution of this order.

At a meeting ot the tobacco manufacturer* of 
this city, field Wednesday morning at the 
Louisville Tobacco Warehouse, Mr. Barge 
wn» caUed to the chair and D. M. Anderson 
appointed secretary. 

The chair explained the object of the meet- 
iojr, namely : to consider the importance and 
practicabiitly of calllm? a convention ot the 
tobacco manufacturers of the West, in order 
that some uniform regulations may be estab- 
lished that will give reliability to the weights 
of manufactured tobacco throughout the 
country
